The  new  Pierce  triple  combination  fire  truck,  approved  at  the  Annual  Town 
Meeting  in  June  of  2000,  was  put  into  service  during  the  2"^  week  of  December  2000.  The 
concept  of  the  truck,  with  its  six  man  cab  and  SCBAs  built  into  the  seats,  is  to  arrive  at  a 
scene  have  firefighters  step  out  with  their  SCBAs  already  donned  and  pull  a 
preconnected  hose  line  and  go  to  work  fighting  the  fire.  The  concept  has  proven  itself 
many  times  over. 

The  department  was  fortunate  to  receive  a  state  Firefighter  Protection  Grant. 
These  funds  were  used  to  purchase  new  turnout  coats,  pants  and  leather  structure 
firefighting  boots.  This  firefighting  apparel  gives  our  department  members  the  best 
protection  available  on  the  market  today  at  a  cost  of  $1,140.00  per  man. 

Captain  Jeffrey  Nahkala  with  assistance  from  Lieutenant  Thomas  McCaffrey 
taught  the  children  at  the  Oakham  Center  School  and  two  day  care  centers  fire  safety 
during  Fire  Prevention  Week. 

Lieutenant  Raymond  Duffy  was  appointed  Training  Officer  this  year.  Ray  is  state 
certified  to  teach  Firefighter  I  &  II  which  are  the  programs  recommended  by  the  state  for 
all  firefighters  in  the  commonwealth.  Beginning  this  year  fire  department  members  are 
being  paid  for  their  training  hours.

The  highway  department  installed 
a  snow  wing  on  the  town’s  road  grader,  which  was  put  to  good  use  pushing  and 
shelving  the  snow  banks  back.  The  town  received  reimbursement  ot  75%  for  the  total 
cost  ot  the  March  5,6  and  7*^  snow  storm  from  FEMA,  (Federal  Emergency  Management 
Agency). 

Other  work  consisted  mainly  of  bituminous  patching,  road  edging,  spot  graveling, 
drainage,  grading  of  gravel  roads,  road  sweeping,  roadside  mowing  and  lawn 
maintenance.

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POLICE  VEPAKTMEhJT 


This  past  year  we  have  seen  a  significant  increase  in  our  calls  for  service  in  the 
police  department.  We  answered  slightly  over  450  calls  for  service.  In  the  eleven  years  I 
have  been  chief  this  is  the  most  we  have  ever  recorded.  We  have  see  an  increase  in 
false  alarm  in  private  homes  and  this  will  also  increase  as  more  and  more  homes  are 
being  built.  There  has  also  been  an  increase  in  the  number  of  domestic  abuse  orders 
that  have  been  taken  out.  This  seems  to  be  following  that  national  trend  with  the  down 
turn  in  the  economy  and  unemployment  going  up.  We  have  also  been  receiving  calls 
for  service  concerning  social  problems  as  the  state  has  cut  back  funding  in  this  area.  We 
now  deal  the  mental  health  problems  and  with  people  who  are  homeless. 

Our  traffic  enforcement  program  has  been  a  great  success.  As  part  of  our 
Community  Policing  grant  we  have  targeted  certain  areas  such  as  "Traffic  Hot  Spots" 
and  used  grant  money  for  added  patrols  and  traffic  enforcement.  This  Hot  Spot 
program  has  seen  a  20%  decrease  in  motor  vehicle  citations  issued,  this  as  compared  to 
last  year  during  the  same  period  and  at  the  same  locations  with  almost  the  same 
number  of  patrols  assigned  to  enforcement. 

During  the  last  year  we  had  only  one  housebreak  in  town.  This  can  be  attributed 
to  our  Directed  Deterrent  Patrols  that  target  reducing  housebreaks.

CONSERVATION  COMMISSION 


The  Oakham  Conservation  Commission  meets  the  first  Tuesday  of  each  month  at 
7;30  p.m.  at  the  town  hall.  This  past  year  the  Commission  received  several  requests  for 
Notice  of  Intent  forms  which  were  sent  out.  However,  only  one  was  completed  and 
returned.  The  members  also  held  three  hearings  and  issued  three  Orders  of  Conditions. 
Eight  site  visits  were  conducted  and  one  Enforcement  Order  was  delivered. 

The  Commission  received  notification  from  the  state  that  one  vernal  pool  has 
now  been  certified  on  Old  Turnpike  Road.  This  small  wetland  area  which  is  necessary  for 
certain  species  to  survive  is  now  entitled  to  full  protection  under  the  Wetland  Protection 
Act.  If  any  residents  would  like  more  information  of  the  certifications  process  or  have  any 
questions  on  vernal  pools,  please  contact  us. 

The  members  of  the  Commission  accepted  the  resignation  of  Roland  Ruel  with 
regret.  We  were  quite  fortunate  to  have  Donald  Jodray  volunteer  to  join  us.  Mr.  Jodray 
comes  to  us  with  twenty  years  of  experience  as  a  member  of  the  Boylston  ConCom.  We 
are  happy  to  welcome  him  to  the  board. 

We  have  contacted  the  Planning  Board  again  concerning  our  by-law  proposals 
which  were  submitted  to  them  three  years  ago.  It  seems  they  are  close  to  finalizing 
them.

Off  and  running  with  $50,000  to  spend  and  so  many  things  needing  to  be  done! 

The  year  started  off  with  a  structural  engineer's  report  on  the  state  of  the  floors. 
The  mosaic  floor  was  found  unsafe  and  temporary  support  stabilized  the  floor  and 
allowed  the  building  to  remain  open.  (Installed  by  donation  from  Toomey  Construction.) 
This  floor  was  slowly  brought  up  three  inches  in  the  center  to  something  approximating 
level.  We  prided  ourselves  that  the  floor  did  not  break  further.  For  three  weeks  that  was 
the  case,  then  it  cracked.  These  cracks  are  now  taped  and  in  October,  the  mosaic  floor 
will  have  stabilized  sufficiently  to  be  repaired  and  re-surfaced.  The  terracotta  floor  at  the 
entry-way  under  the  arch  has  now  been  completely  replaced  for  the  second  time  in  the 
building's  history.  This  time  a  waterproof  rubber  mat  has  been  incorporated  in  an

attempt  to  stop  moisture  penetration  as  this  tioor  is  the  roof  to  basement  space.  The 
former  Reading  Room,  now  the  Children’s  Room,  has  had  the  floor  support  increased  to 
the  capacity  of  1 60  pounds  per  square  foot  (library  floor  load  standard)  allowing  for 
future  placement  of  book  stacks  within  this  room.  Two  new  bookshelves  have  already 
been  donated  by  the  Friends  of  the  Fobes  Memorial  Library,  Inc. 

"Final"  roof  repairs  were  done  on  some  copper  work,  loose  slates  and  flashing. 
Slate  roofs  require  yearly  inspections  and  maintenance  and  there  will  always  be  some 
work  to  be  done.  This  roof  is  in  good  condition  and  worth  the  effort  to  maintain  it. 

The  Library  building's  electrical  service  was  upgraded  from  60  amps  to  200  amps 
and  the  power  lines  moved  to  enter  the  building  from  Maple  Street  rather  than  Ware 
Corner  Road.  Now  the  power  entrance  is  in  the  "mechanical"  room  of  future  plans  and 
this  move  gets  the  lines  out  of  the  roof  valley  where  huge  icicles  have  hung  from  them 
every  year.  Work  is  still  in  progress  to  have  the  telephone  lines  moved  as  well. 

New  and  brighter,  period  appropriate,  lighting  was  installed  in  the  library.  The 
1960  fluorescent  lights  didn’t  provide  sufficient  light  and  certainly  did  not  provide  the 
character  and  beauty  that  the  building  deserves.  Rewiring  of  the  exterior  lighting  at  the 
front  of  the  library  is  in  progress.  The  fixtures  within  the  pedestal  lamps  are  being 
replaced. 

Next  came  a  new  coat  of  paint  for  the  front  three  areas  of  the  library.  After 
much  deliberation,  a  rich  cream  color  was  chosen.  As  the  painters  began  to  scrape, 
they  came  upon  a  little  area  up  to  the  left  of  the  chimney  in  the  Historic  Room  that  had 
evaded  the  blue  paint  brush  of  the  60’s  and  discovered  that  this  cream  was  the  original 
color  of  the  tinted  plaster  In  1907.  The  particular  type  of  paint  chosen  by  the  contractor 
was  one  that  stabilizes  old  plaster.  The  rounded  area  of  the  library  (pink)  is  In  desperate 
need  of  painting  also,  but  as  this  area  will  be  altered  by  future  construction  for  a  stairway 
and  elevator,  no  work  was  done  here  that  would  have  to  be  re-done.  (The  building 
tested  negative  for  lead  paint.) 

The  new  septic  system  was  installed.  While  the  contractor  was  here,  the  water 
line  trench  was  dug  from  the  well  to  the  building.  The  building  was  cored  for  the  new 
septic  line  and  the  new  water-line  entry.  (Plumbing  services  were  donated  by  M.  D. 
Plumbing  and  Heating.)  The  small  on-site  parking  lot,  containing  one  handicap  space 
and  two  regular  spaces,  was  excavated  and  filled  suitable  for  paving  at  a  later  date.  All 
of  this  work  maintained  the  right  of  way  to  the  neighboring  lot  as  prescribed  by  the  1911 
Town  Meeting  vote. 

Masonry  work  took  place  just  about  everywhere  around  the  building.  The 
fieldstone  chimney  was  sealed  to  try  to  keep  that  newly  repaired  and  painted  ceiling  of 
the  Historic  Room  in  perfect  condition.  The  crack  in  the  building  at  the  back  door,  up  to 
the  window  above,  was  chipped  out  and  re-pointed.  This  crack  has  probably  been 
there  since  the  beginning  as  there  is  no  evidence  of  stress  on  the  windows  it  connected. 
The  limestone  parapets  of  the  east,  west  and  north  faces  as  well  as  the  keystone  in  the 
arch  were  re-pointed  as  necessary.  Floor  support  work  under  the  Children’s  Room 
revealed  that  the  concrete  floor  was  not  solid  enough  to  support  the  new  load  demands 
and  some  concrete  reinforcement  has  taken  place  beneath  these  supports.  The  most 
significant  masonry  work  has  been  the  drainage  at  the  front  aprons  around  the  building. 
All  water  from  the  roof  is  now  directed  away  from  the  building  by  the  new  apron, 
preventing  the  continuing  flooding  of  the  basement.  The  walkway,  from  sidewalk  to  front 
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steps,  has  been  replaced  and  is  no  longer  considered  an  ankle  twister  by  the  insurance 
company. 

In  October,  2000,  Brewer  Well  Drilling  donated  a  new  141  foot  drilled  well  with  6 
gal  per  minute  capacity  providing  the  library  with  potable  water.  The  new  pump  has  just 
been  installed  and  our  old  15  foot  dug  well,  smack  dab  in  the  middle  of  the  library,  will 
be  capped.  Interior  plumbing  will  take  place  soon. 

Replacement  window  sashes  and  transoms  have  been  purchased  for  the 
windows  on  the  main  floor  of  the  library.  Four  are  in  dire  need  of  replacement,  the  others 
are  just  need  to  be  replaced! 

The  Library  Building  Committee  would  like  to  thank  the  Highway  Department  for 
their  assistance  removing  the  old  apron  and  front  walk,  removing  the  Town  safe  to  the 
Police  Station,  assisting  as  needed  and  re-doing  the  front  lawn  after  the  construction. 

The  library  is  currently  well  over  capacity  on  it’s  one  floor.  It  is  the  Library  Building 
Committee's  goal  to  continue  expansion  into  the  1500  square  feet  of  highly  usable 
space  In  the  basement  that  should  be  put  to  better  community  usage  than  as  a  storage 
repository  for  the  town’s  cast  off  items.  About  1500  cataloged  library  books,  consisting  of 
older  classic  fiction  and  historical/genealogical  materials  were  packed  up  along  with 
their  book  cases  and  moved  to  storage  In  various  other  town  buildings.  It  required  a 
cellar  sale,  dumpster,  and  several  trips  to  the  metal  recycling  to  empty  the  basement 
from  the  accumulations  of  time.  The  old  civil  defense/police  office  was  dismantled  (by 
donation  from  Dwelly  Construction)  and  several  committee  members  spent  many  hours 
emptying  the  basement  to  ready  it  for  it’s  future. 

The  Library  Building  Committee  requested  $100,000  for  continued  work  toward 
library  renovation  for  fiscal  2002.  The  Finance  Committee  has  been  able  to  recommend 
$50,000  in  the  following  Town  Warrant  Article  for  this  coming  years  work.  This  amount  can 
be  funded  without  any  form  of  Town  borrowing. 

The  work  outlined  before  stabilized  the  building  and  has  upgraded  all  of  the 
operating  components  of  the  building  with  the  exception  of  the  heating  system.  Now 
we  actually  head  into  work  to  make  the  basement  usable  library  space.  The  Committee 
has  hired  an  advising  architect  to  outline  the  project  in  phases  as  money  becomes 
available  for  renovation. 

This  next  phase  consists  of  three  objectives: 

•  The  First  Objective:  Create  a  Master  Plan  to  finalize  the  renovation  plans 

•  The  Second  Objective:  The  Basement  Floor 

The  greatest  asset  to  the  renovation  project  is  the  fact  that  the 
basement  ceiling  is  over  14  feet  above  the  floor.  This  gives  enough 
space  to  create  a  new  basement  floor  containing  passive 
drainage,  a  water  barrier,  wiring,  plumbing  and  heat  and  still  leave 
plenty  of  head-room  above. 

•  The  Third  Objective:  The  Brick  Dividing  Wall 
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Currently,  the  basement  is  divided  into  a  bright  area  in  the  rounded  part 
facing  south  and  a  dark  area  deprived  of  most  natural  light  by  a  weight  bearing 
brick  wall  dividing  it  off  from  the  rest  of  the  basement.  By  removing  the  majority 
of  this  brick  wall,  under  the  guidance  of  a  structural  engineer,  and  replacing  it 
with  a  supporting  steel  I-beam,  the  basement  will  have  the  same  open  floor  plan 
as  the  upper  floor. 

Future  phases  include  heating,  the  construction  of  bathrooms,  installation  of  a 
handicap  accessible  rear  entrance,  a  stairway  and  elevator  and  finishing  the  interior 
space  to  be  a  vital  part  of  the  library.  The  basement  is  our  key  to  the  successful  future 
operation  of  the  Fobes  Memorial  Library. 

I  personally  would  like  to  thank  my  wonderful  committee  for  all  of  their  time  and 
hard  work.

Now,  by  the  end  of  the  year,  most  all  of  the 
comments  have  been  addressed  thanks  to  the  Library  Building  Committee  feeling  that 
some  work  needed  to  be  done  on  the  interior  of  the  library  to  perk  the  place  up.  The 
library  is  brighter,  cleaner  and  better  organized.  Most  of  the  children's  toys  are  in  tubs 
under  the  Children’s  Table.  We  hope  the  results  are  pleasing  and  encourage  everyone 
to  stop  by  and  take  a  look  at  the  improved  facility,  in  terms  of  the  building,  the 
atmosphere  and  the  collection  that  we  have  been  diligently  working  on.  New  directions 
in  purchasing  have  expanded  the  collection  to  include  some  computer  games  to  be 
checked  out,  as  well  as  some  books  on  tape  and  CD.  We  have  been  hard  at  work  for 
you! 


In  October,  Lisa  and  Susan  accepted,  with  regret,  the  resignation  of  Dawn 
Thistle.  Juggling  her  family  life,  her  career,  her  Doctoral  work.  Church  Music  Director,  and 
her  trusteeship  was  too  much!  Dawn  had  been  all  of  the  forward  motion  of  the  Library 
for  many  years.  She  and  Lois  Linehan  wrote  the  original  renovation/construction  grant  in 
1995-1996.  It  has  been  through  her  dedication  to  library  services  that  the  Board  of 
Trustees  have  been  able  to  pursue  renovation  with  so  much  vigor  and  knowledge. 
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The  Board  of  Trustees  have  had  the  v/onderful  luck  of  finding  another  professional 
librarian  in  Sarah  Jordan  of  East  Hill  Road.  Sarah  was  appointed  to  fill  out  Dawn's  un¬ 
expired  year  and  has  now  been  elected  to  fill  out  Dawn's  term.  Sarah  comes  to  the 
Board  with  a  lot  of  hands-on  knowledge  that  she  is  willing  to  share  with  the  Board  and 
the  Staff.  Welcome  and  thank  you  Sarah. 

The  Library  Is  a  busy  place  with  a  dozen  volunteer  librarians  filling  in  on  Tuesday 
evenings  and  Saturday  mornings.  They  are  extremely  helpful  and  can  usually  find  what 
you  need,  or  they  can  call  Mrs.  Stone  for  help.  So  don’t  forget  that  we  are  open  Tuesday 
night  and  Saturday  morning  in  addition  to  Tuesday  and  Thursday  during  the  day  and 
Thursday  night. 

The  Freedom  of  Information  Act  has  taken  a  new  twist  with  regard  to  your  local 
library's  computer.  Now  we  are  required  to  have  some  sort  of  filter  in  place  to  protect 
people  from  unwittingly  stumbling  or  intentionally  going  to  pornographic  sites  on  the 
Internet. 

The  Board  of  Trustees  applied  for  MARC  conversion  grant  funding.  This  is  a  grant 
to  assist  Library's  with  the  hardware,  software  and  some  actual  data  entry  money  to  put 
entire  library  holdings  on  to  a  master  file  hosted  by  C/WMars,  our  library  connection. 

With  this  effort,  our  library  would  be  linked  with  the  rest  of  the  world  and  our  collection 
could  be  circulated  like  other  libraries.  Circulating  libraries  receive  more  State  Library  Aid 
for  every  book  loaned.  We  received  the  grant  totaling  to  $735.,  and  are  now  getting  to 
the  point  were  we  can  actually  get  the  books  entered  into  the  Central  Mass.  Regional 
Library  System. 

As  usual,  Mrs.  Stone  has  stayed  on  top  of  the  State  Grant  to  Public  Libraries  and 
filed  the  fiscal  2000  paperwork  and  In  January,  the  nearly  $2000  appeared.  This  came  in 
very  handy  as  the  furnace  has  needed  several  repairs  and  the  price  of  oil  has  kept  the 
budget  nip  and  tuck.  The  balance  of  the  money  saved  for  the  future  renovation  is  being 
spent  to  equalize  the  budget  and  finance  parts  of  the  renovation. 

The  Trustees  big  goals  for  the  last  year  was  to  set  up  a  homework  center.  It  is  still  a 
plan,  but  there  Is  so  little  space  in  the  library  now,  that  this  has  not  come  to  pass.  There 
Isn’t  even  a  place  to  set  up  a  second  computer. 

The  Library  hosted  all  of  the  Library  Building  Committee  meetings  and  the  Trustee 
Meetings.  In  addition,  the  Oakham  Cultural  Council  and  the  Parents  Advisory  Council 
Scholarship  Committee  held  their  meetings  at  the  Library. 

For  the  first  time  In  five  years,  the  library  passed  it's  insurance  inspection  with  flying 
colors  thanks  to  the  replacement  of  the  front  walk.  However,  the  weather  and  the 
cement  company  didn't  corporate  and  the  library  was  forced  to  be  closed  for  a  second 
week.  This  turned  out  to  be  good  for  publicity  because  the  work  was  so  noticeable. 
Special  thanks  to  the  Highway  Department  for  the  new  lawn  either  side  of  the  walk! 

A  variety  of  educational  and  fun  activities  were  made  possible  through  the 
Library’s  efforts.  The  Trustees  were  pleased  to  offer  an  original  Poetry  Reading  in 
October. 

The  Robert  Wile  Children’s  Art  Festival  was  the  greatest  success  than  ever  in  April. 
There  were  over  70  entries  this  year.  The  judges  did  an  excellent  job  thinning  the  group 
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to  their  favorites.  Mrs.  Wile  was  on  hand  to  present  the  awards  of  gifts  and  gift 
certificates.  It  must  be  a  sign  of  the  times  as  there  are  limited  entries  for  The  Fobes  Photo 
Contest  this  year,  so  this  may  be  the  last  year  that  it  is  offered.  The  mailing  was  funded 
by  the  Oakham  Cultural  Council,  a  division  of  the  Mass.  Arts  Council. 

Mrs.  Stone  was  wonderful  as  always  running  story  hour  Tuesday  &  Thursdays 
mornings  during  the  school  year.  The  library  was  the  recipient  of  a  $700  grant  from  the 
Quabbin  Community  Partnership  and  Mrs.  Stone  ran  two  pre-school  programs  at  the 
library.  The  first  one  was  in  conjunction  with  Halloween,  though  non-scary,  and  the 
second  was  in  the  spring  with  a  Teddy  Bear's  Picnic.  We  are  in  hopes  that  this  program 
continues.  Mrs.  Stone  ran  Summer  Reading  the  third  week  of  August,  with  much  success. 

The  Friends  of  the  Fobes  Memorial  Library,  Inc.  were  once  again  very  active.  They 
hosted  a  Wine  Tasting  in  January  and  a  dinner  theater  in  May.  May  also  saw  the  second 
Annual  Great  Oakham  Ball  Roll  as  a  joint  effort  between  the  "Friends"  and  Parks  and 
Recreation  to  raise  money  for  the  Library  renovations  and  the  Yankee  Fair.. 

The  Board  of  Trustees  would  like  to  thank  the  Library  Building  Committee  for  their 
efforts  on  behalf  of  the  Library.  So  much  has  been  done  in  the  past  year  and  the  future  is 
bright  for  this  very  talented  group. 

The  Library  was  closed  for  one  week  during  the  painting  in  February.  The  last  time 
the  library  was  closed  for  a  week  was  during  the  191 7  flu  epidemic.  Following  upon  the 
heels  of  the  painters,  the  Oakham/Rutland  Boy  Scout  Troop  #141  donated  four  able 
bodied  individuals  to  re-locate  all  of  the  books  in  the  building.  Every  shelf  is  now  being 
used.  The  Trustees  even  had  some  small  bookcases  made  to  extend  several  of  the  built 
in  cases.  The  Children's  area  moved  out  of  the  back  "pink"  part  into  the  room  to  the  left 
as  you  enter  the  building.  The  big  library  table  moved  across  the  way  into  the  Historic 
Room.  The  round  table  for  four,  moved  back  toward  the  stacks.  The  Friends  of  the  Fobes 
Memorial  Library,  Inc.  donated  two  $750  children's  movable  bookcases  for  the  Children's 
Room.  The  children's  table  is  being  painted  by  Christopher  Nosick  and  Megan  Coakley 
with  funding  provided  by  a  Mass.  Cultural  Council  Grant. 

Mrs.  Stone  directed  the  removal  and  storage  of  I/IO*^’  (over  1500)  of  the  library's 
catalogued  books  from  the  basement  shelving  area  to  ready  the  basement  for  future 
work  planned  by  the  Library  Building  Committee. 

Next  year  will  be  exciting  as  basement  construction  will  be  underway,  finally 
moving  the  library  toward  full  utilization  of  the  building.  The  Trustees  look  forward  to 
assisting  the  Library  Building  Committee  however  possible. 

Please  take  time  to  stop  in  at  the  Library  and  please  feel  free  to  speak  with  any  of 
the  Trustees  with  any  Ideas  that  you  may=  have  to  Improve  the  library.

Regularly  scheduled  meetings  are  currently  held  at  the  Town  hall,  on  the  third  Monday  of 
each  month,  except  as  rescheduled  when  public  holidays  fall  on  those  dates. 

Additional  and  rescheduled  meetings  are  always  posted  in  advance,  in  accordance 
with  the  Massachusetts  Public  Meeting  Law.  Legal  notices  for  public  hearings  are 
published  in  the  Worcester  Telegram  and  the  Barre  Gazette;  public  hearing  notices  are 
also  posted  at  the  Town  Hall,  the  Post  Office,  and  the  Fobes  Memorial  Library. 

ANR/  "Aoroval  Not  Required"  Plans 

Ten  ANR  survey  plans  were  presented  to  the  Board  for  review,  creating  a  total  of 
twenty-four  new  lots,  twenty  of  which  were  five  to  seventeen  acres  in  area.  Each  plan 
was  in  compliance  with  the  Town's  subdivision  bylaw  requirements  for  minimum  frontage 
and  area,  and  was  accordingly  signed  by  the  Board  members. 

Plans  Requiring  Subdivision  Approval 

In  accordance  with  the  Massachusetts  Subdivision  Control  laws,  one  proposed 
Preliminary  Subdivision  Plan  was  submitted  to  the  Board  for  review  and  was  approved 
with  modifications.  A  Definitive  Subdivision  Plan  was  subsequently  submitted,  and  a 
public  hearing  is  pending. 

Special  Permits 

Responding  to  four  applications  for  Special  Permit  uses  addressed  in  the  Town 
Bylaws,  the  public  hearing  process  resulted  in  the  approval  of  one  new  Special  Permit. 
Public  hearings  are  pending  for  the  remaining  three  applications. 
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Bylaw  Amendments 


Communications  tower  bylaw  amendments  were  drafted  by  the  Board  over  a 
period  of  several  months;  presented  for  comment  at  a  public  hearing;  unanimously 
approved  by  voters  at  a  Special  Town  Meeting  on  November  27,  2000;  and  approved  by 
the  Attorney  General 

Residents’  written  comments  to  the  Planning  Board  are  always  welcome.

The  highlight  of  the  year  2001  for  the  Quabbin  Regional  School  District  involved 
the  construction  of  the  new  Educational  Support  Center.  The  7,500  square  foot  facility 
provides  the  district  with  professional  development  and  administrative  office,  as  well  as, 
space  for  storage  which  was  badly  needed.  The  building  is  located  on  the  southwest 
perimeter  (Off  South  Street)  of  the  Quabbin  Regional  Middle/High  School  grounds  in 
Barre.  The  center  is  scheduled  to  open  February  2002. 

In  September,  the  Quabbin  Regional  Middle/High  School  welcomed  the  arrival  of 
a  fifteen  member  committee  representing  the  New  England  Association  of  Schools  and 
Colleges  (NEASC).  The  Association  is  responsible  for  the  evaluation  and  accreditation  of 
public  schools  involves  a  threefold  process:  the  self-study  conducted  by  the  local 
professional  staff  (which  involved  extensive  work  from  September  1999  to  June  2001),  the 
onsite  evaluation  conducted  by  the  Commission's  visiting  committee,  and  the  follow-up 
program  carried  out  by  the  school  to  implement  the  findings  of  its  own  self-study  and  the 
valid  recommendations  of  the  visiting  committee  and  those  identified  by  the  commission 
in  the  follow-up  process.  Continued  accreditations  requires  that  the  school  be 
reevaluated  at  least  once  every  ten  years,  and  that  is  shows  continued  progress 
addressing  identified  needs.  Preliminary  reports  from  the  evaluation  by  the  visiting 
committee  have  been  favorable.  The  final  visiting  committee  report  must  be  released  in 
its  entirety  within  sixty  days  of  its  completion  to  the  superintendent,  school  board,  public 
library  or  town  office,  and  the  appropriate  news  media. 

District  faculty  continues  to  align  local  educational  programs  with  state 
curriculum  frameworks.  This  continued  assessment  of  new  state  standards  helps  prepare 
all  students  in  the  District  for  the  approaching  2002  Massachusetts  Comprehensive 
Assessment  System  (MCAS)  tests.  The  District  continues  to  expand  the  remedial  program 
for  improving  student  scores  on  the  MCAS  test.

Writing  the  annual  report  to  summarize  the  activities  of  the  Quabbin  Regional 
School  District  is  always  an  interesting  task.  First,  it  forces  me  to  reflect  upon  the 
accomplishments  of  those  within  the  district  who  have  done  so  much  to  ensure  that 
students  have  access  to  high  quality  educational  programs.  Second,  it  requires  that  I 
report  our  progress  in  meeting  the  goals  inherent  in  our  vision  to  the  communities  that 
have  always  shown  enthusiasm  and  support  for  our  collective  efforts. 

Certainly,  it  is  helpful,  if  not  necessary,  to  highlight  the  district's  vision  so  that  one 
can  appreciate  the  "force"  that  drives  our  work.  The  Quabbin  Regional  School  District 
bases  its  programs  and  activities  on  its  belief  in: 

•  The  preparation  of  students  as  life  long  learners: 

•  The  ability  of  all  students  to  learn; 

•  The  mastery  of  intellectual  skills  in  all  academic  areas; 

•  The  attainment  of  standards  of  excellence; 

•  The  importance  of  open  Inquiry;  and 

•  An  atmosphere  of  caring  and  respect  for  all  members  of  the  learning 
community. 

The  realization  of  this  vision  permeates  all  that  we  do.  It  is  reflected  in  our 
successes  and  provides  the  framework  for  programs  and  activities  that  focus  on 
continuous  improvement.  Understanding  that  we  must  continue  to  improve  the  quality  of 
our  work  is  an  ever  present  expectation  for  all  who  work  and  learn  within  Quabbin 
schools. 

While  it  would  be  impossible  and  Impractical  to  attempt  to  summarize  or  mention 
all  the  activities  that  occurred  within  the  district  during  the  2001  calendar  year,  it  is 
important  to  note  some  of  the  more  significant. 

In  the  winter  of  2001  the  district  set  out  to  establish  new  and  more  creative  MCAS 
preparation  programs  for  and  10‘^  grade  students  who  would  be  required  to  take  the 
MCAS  test  In  the  spring.  These  new  programs  were  above-and-beyond  the  typical 
remedial  summer  and  after  school  programs  that  had  been  the  focus  of  previous  district 
efforts  to  improve  MCAS  performance.  These  classroom  initiatives  Involved  students  of  all 
ability  levels  and  focused  on  English/language  arts  and  mathematics.  Student 
participation  was  mandatory  and  teaching  efforts  skillfully  addressed  weaknesses 
identified  via  the  review  of  data  from  earlier  MCAS  trials. 

These  "test  prep"  programs  were  especially  important  and  helpful  to  students  in 
the  10’^  grade  because  they  were  members  of  the  first  class  for  which  passing  MCAS  was 
a  requirement  for  graduation.  When  MCAS  came  teachers  and  students  approached 
this  rigorous  testing  program  with  a  level  of  confidence  and  preparation  that  was 
rewarded  when  the  results  arrived  in  October.  Quabbin's  performance  was  strong  with 
students  performing  well  above  the  state  average.  Fewer  than  10%  of  the  tenth  grade 
failed  to  meet  the  state  standard  for  graduation. 
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In  addition  to  work  with  and  for  MCAS,  Quabbin  Regional  Middle-High  School 
faculty  and  staff  worked  to  complete  a  comprehensive  and  detailed  self-evaluation  in 
preparation  for  the  formal  evaluation  visit  (scheduled  for  the  fall  of  2001)  by  the  New 
England  Association  of  Secondary  Schools  and  Colleges  (NEASC).  Knowing  that  only  one 
third  of  the  schools  evaluated  actually  receive  full  accreditation,  Quabbin  staff  members 
worked  diligently  to  ensure  that  their  school  would  meet  the  demands  of  the  process. 

The  NEASC  evaluation  team  arrived  at  Quabbin  on  Sunday,  September  23^'^.  The 
Team's  visit  lasted  four  days.  During  the  visit  NEASC  team  members  worked  hard  to  learn 
about  programs,  to  investigate  management  practices,  to  discuss  issues  of  concern,  and 
to  determine  how  well  Quabbin's  programs  met  or  exceeded  NEASC  standards. 

Some  months  after  the  NEASC  visit,  Quabbin  received  a  report  highlighting  the 
NEASC  team's  findings.  These  finding  were  sent  with  a  cover  letter  that  stated  that 
Quabbin  enjoyed  an  overall  excellent  rating.  Obviously,  this  comment  left  us  proud  but 
ever  mindful  of  what  is  required,  if  we  are  to  maintain  such  a  status. 

Shortly,  after  the  NEASC  evaluation  the  district  participated  in  four  major 
compliance  audits  conducted  by  the  Department  of  Education.  These  audits  included  a 
comprehensive  review  and  evaluation  of  the  following: 

•  Special  Education  programs; 

•  The  District's  Compliance  with  federally  mandated  civil  rights  standards; 

•  The  Federally  subsidized  school  lunch  program;  and 

•  The  Title  I  Grant  program. 

The  2001  calendar  year  also  was  a  year  of  change  for  the  district.  The  District 
completed  the  construction  of  an  Educational  Support  Center  on  district  property 
located  on  South  Street  in  Barre.  The  project  had  been  in  the  "works"  for  the  past  several 
years.  In  this  building  there  is  a  state-of  the-art  professional  development  facility,  7,500 
square  feet  of  heated  storage  space,  and  office  space  for  district  staff  members  who 
had  previously  been  housed  in  the  town-owned  Henry  Woods  Building  in  Barre  as  well  as 
at  other  school  buildings  throughout  the  district. 

Also  of  significance  in  2001  were  the  district's  efforts  to  complete  a 
comprehensive  and  detailed  demographic  study  for  all  five-member  communities.  The 
study  analyzed  the  impact  of  the  future  population  of  school-aged  children  on  current 
school  facilities.  The  study  was  authorized  by  the  Quabbin  Regional  School  District  School 
Committee  and  completed  by  Rickes  Associates  in  conjunction  with  Massachusetts 
Institute  for  Social  and  Economic  Research  (MISER).  The  final  report  was  presented  at  a 
public  meeting  to  which  all  town  officials  had  been  invited  on  August  1 6,  2001 .  The 
findings  included  in  this  report  will  be  updated  on  a  regular  basis  and  will  provide  the 
information  needed  to  make  decisions  regarding  the  need  for  additional  school  facilities. 

Finally,  the  Quabbin  Regional  School  District  remains  committed  with  your  support 
to  serving  and  advocating  for  the  educational  needs  of  the  children  within  the  member 
towns.  It  is  for  these  children  that  we  extend  our  collective  and  individual  best  effort. 
Regardless  of  our  particular  role  within  the  district,  we  recognize  that  each  and  every 
one  of  us  is  a  teacher  and  role  model  for  children.  We  are  cognizant  of  the  fact  that  this 
is  an  awesome  and  extremely  important  responsibility.  We  selflessly  strive  to  meet  the 
demands  of  this  obligation  ever  mindful  that  you  have  entrusted  us  with  the  community’s 
most  significant  resource.

With  anticipated  enrollment  increases,  Quabbin  Regional  High  School  hired 
several  nevy/  teachers  In  the  fall  of  2000.  The  new  members  of  the  staff  included  Shannon 
Aucoin,  teacher  of  foreign  languages,  Jeremiah  Cronin,  teacher  of  mathematics, 
Michael  Jablonski,  teacher  of  social  studies,  William  Loosemore,  teacher  of  social  studies, 
Nathan  Podbelski,  teacher  of  science,  Susan  Sheridan,  teacher  of  health  and  physical 
education,  Gary  Ward,  teacher  of  mathematics,  and  Stephen  ZaorskI,  teacher  of  social 
studies. 


Much  of  the  2000-2001  school  year  was  dedicated  to  the  planning  and 
preparation  of  the  upcoming  review  by  the  New  England  Association  of  Secondary 
Schools  and  Colleges  in  September  of  2001 .  A  special  thank  you  goes  to  faculty  of  the 
high  school  for  their  extraordinary  efforts  in  completing  all  of  the  required  tasks.  We 
eagerly  await  the  report  of  the  visiting  committee. 

High  school  teachers,  with  individual  department  chairpersons,  continued  to 
implement  the  state  curriculum  frameworks  In  their  respective  disciplines.  Revisions  to 
specific  units  of  study  to  Incorporate  aspects  of  curriculum  frameworks  continued.  As 
well,  staff  members  worked  diligently  to  prepare  students  for  MCAS  testing  in  the  spring. 

The  MCAS  results  for  Grade  10  are  as  follows: 

■  94  %  of  Quabbin  Grade  10  students  passed  the  MCAS  English/Language  Arts 
test,  compared  to  81%  of  students  in  the  state 

■  88  %  of  Quabbin  Grade  10  students  passed  the  MCAS  Mathematics  test, 
compared  to  75  %  of  the  students  in  the  state 

■  86  %  of  Quabbin  Grade  10  students  passed  both  tests. 

The  following  activities  are  worthy  of  note: 

■  The  annual  Poetry  Conference,  organized  by  English  teacher  Jim  Beschta, 
was  held  at  Coldbrook  Country  Club  in  April  of  2001 .  the  oldest  conference 
of  its  kind  in  the  Commonwealth  welcomed  approximately  100  young  poets 
from  fifteen  schools  in  Massachusetts. 

■  A  profile  of  the  151  graduates  of  the  Class  of  2001  reveals  a  membership, 
which  includes  3%  entering  the  military;  1 6%  entering  the  work  force;  1% 
foreign  exchange  students.  It  is  also  worth  noting  that  85%  of  the  members  of 
the  Class  of  2001  will  continue  their  education  with  the  assistance  of  243 
scholarships  valued  at  $450,323  the  first  year  and  $1 ,01 7,780  over  a  four  year 
period. 

■  Students  in  grades  nine  through  eleven  who  received  academic  or 
achievement  awards  were  honored  in  June  at  a  breakfast  attended  by 
family  and  staff  members. 

■  The  National  Honor  Society  continued  its  long-standing  tradition  of  collecting 
funds  for  the  "Christmas  for  Kids"  Program.  Approximately  $2,500  was 
collected  from  high  school  students  and  staff  members  with  gifts  being 
purchased  for  needy  area  children. 

■  Quabbin  students  continue  to  excel  in  the  areas  of  art,  music,  drama  and 
sports.  Quabbin  Regional  high  School  was  once  again  well  represented  in 
the  Boston  Globe-Scholastic  Arts  Awards.  The  musical,  "Into  the  Woods,"  was 
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presented  by  Quabbin  students  under  the  direction  of  Quabbin  Pro-Musico. 
Student  performances  were  superb. 

The  2000-2001  school  year  has  been  an  exciting  one  for  all  of  us  at  Quabbin 
regional  High  School.  We  continue  to  appreciate  the  efforts  of  the  citizens  of  the 
Quabbin  communities  for  providing  us  with  the  financial  resources  and  a  well-equipped 
facility  that  will  help  us  to  meet  the  challenges  of  educating  our  children  in  the  twenty- 
first  century.  We  are  most  grateful  for  all  of  your  support.

During  the  summer  of  2000,  a  summer  school  program  was  offered  at  Quabbin 
Regional  Middle  School  for  the  first  time  in  many  years.  Funding  was  provided  by  a  state 
grant  for  academic  support  programs.  Under  the  direction  of  Martha  Femino,  fifteen 
teachers  offered  creative  instruction  in  math  and  English  and  provided  enrichment 
activities  which  varied  from  week  to  week  in  a  program  entitled  Academics  Plus.  In 
addition,  a  four  week  limited  academic  credit  program  offered  an  opportunity  for 
students  who  had  failed  8’^^  or  9*'^  grade  math  or  English  to  receive  credit.  In  all, 
eighty  students  attended  this  very  successful  program. 

In  our  effort  to  Improve  student  performance  on  math  and  English  MCAS  tests,  we 
added  one  additional  position  in  English  and  two  additional  positions  in  math.  This  meets 
the  middle  school  goal  of  keeping  lower  class  sizes  In  English  and  math. 

To  welcome  students  and  parents  to  the  Middle  School,  orientation  nights  were 
held  for  seventh  grade  on  Monday,  August  28,  and  for  eighth  grade  on  Tuesday,  August 

29.  Student  schedules  were  distributed,  and  a  mock  schedule  was  followed  so  that 
parents  and  students  could  meet  teachers  and  learn  classroom  expectations. 

On  Tuesday,  August  29,  we  welcomed  262  seventh  graders.  Wednesday,  August 

30,  saw  the  arrival  of  298  eighth  graders.  This  made  the  total  Middle  School  enrollment 
560  students  as  of  opening  day. 

The  Middle  School  has  continued  its  community  involvement  through  "Trick  or 
Treat  for  UNICEF"  and  donations  of  canned  goods  collected  at  Middle  School  dances  for 
local  food  banks.  Grade  seven  social  studies  teachers  are  coordinating  a  drive  to 
collect  aluminum  tabs  from  beverage  cans  to  benefit  Shriners  Orthopedic  Hospital  in 
Springfield  and  Shriners  Burns  Hospital  in  Boston. 
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Eighth  grade  students  had  several  special  speakers  during  the  school  year 
including  Roger  Whiting,  president  of  Growth  Through  Learning,  who  spoke  about  the 
lack  of  educational  opportunities  for  young  girls  in  East  Africa.  Gary  Guida  from 
Hubbardston,  spoke  in  character  and  costume  about  the  life  and  times  of  Stonewall 
Jackson,  and  Mrs.  Sunnie  Epstein,  a  Holocaust  survivor,  spoke  about  the  history  of  the 
Holocaust  and  hate  crimes.  Thanks  to  the  efforts  of  Mrs.  Debbie  Henshaw,  we  have 
been  privileged  to  welcome  several  Civil  War  reenactors  to  Quabbin  to  expose  our 
students  to  that  period  of  U.S.  History.  They  also  experienced  a  field  trip  to  Mystic  Seaport 
in  Mystic,  Connecticut,  during  the  month  of  October.  On  November  14,  grade  8  students 
spent  until  1 1 :00  PM  participating  in  election  night  activities  only  to  leave  without  a 
declared  winner.  When  asked  by  their  children,  our  eighth  graders  should  have  a  story 
to  tell  about  this  election.  During  the  week  of  May  22,  275  students  and  35  chaperones 
traveled  to  Washington,  D.C.  Their  trip  included  the  Smithsonian  Museums,  Arlington 
National  Cemetery,  the  Holocaust  Museum,  and  a  night  bus  tour  of  Washington,  D.C. 

On  the  return  trip  to  Quabbin,  the  buses  stopped  in  Gettysburg,  Pennsylvania,  for  a 
guided  bus  tour  of  the  battlefields. 

Seventh  grade  special  events  included  a  December  trip  to  Symphony  Hall  in 
Springfield  to  attend  the  Chamber  Repertory  Theatre  production  of  five  classic  short 
stories  previously  read  and  studied  in  English  classes.  June  7  saw  an  all  day  field  trip  to 
Boston  that  included  the  Duck  Tours,  USS  Constitution,  and  the  Boston  Science  Museum. 
May  24  was  the  date  for  the  grade  seven  overnight.  Highlights  of  the  evening  included 
students’  participation  in  colonial  drills,  an  interactive  program  with  Abigail  Adams,  two 
talent  shows,  and  competition  between  homeroom  teams. 

On  April  1 1 , 2001 ,  students  in  both  grades  7  and  8  completed  the  long 
composition  portion  of  the  MCAS  tests.  The  testing  continued  beginning  May  14  with 
grade  7  completing  English/Language  Arts  and  grade  8  taking  English/Language  Arts, 
Mathematics,  Science  &  Technology/Engineering,  and  History/Social  Studies. 

For  the  first  time  eight  grade  eight  students  competed  in  the  MATHCOUNTS 
competition.  They  hope  to  make  this  an  annual  event. 

Erin  Stevens  and  Todd  Stewart  organized  a  Project  Citizen  team  comprised  of 
seventeen  grade  seven  and  eight  students  to  compete  in  a  statewide  competition.  Their 
project  concerned  the  safety  of  running  or  walking  between  Quabbin  and  the  center  of 
Barre.  In  May,  the  team  traveled  to  Boston  to  compete  and  won  first  place  on  the  state 
level.  On  August  1 1 , 2001 ,  eight  members  of  the  team  and  their  advisors  traveled  to  San 
Antonio,  Texas,  to  compete  in  the  national  Project  Citizen  competition  at  the  National 
Conference  of  State  Legislators.  They  finished  in  second  place  out  of  the  forty-six  teams 
that  competed.  Congratulations  to  this  team! 

May  and  June  saw  numerous  awards  and  honors  programs.  The  Honors 
Breakfast,  prepared  and  served  by  staff,  honors  students  who  achieved  honor  roll  status 
for  three  marking  terms  and  their  parents.  The  grade  eight  academic  awards  night,  held 
on  June  13,  saw  157  students  receiving  awards.  This  included  six  students  with  all  A’s  in 
grade  8  and  eleven  students  who  had  maintained  all  A's  in  both  grades  7  and  8.  On 
June  20,  1 64  seventh  graders  received  similar  awards.  June  22  was  the  graduation 
program  marking  the  passage  of  students  from  grade  8  to  grade  9. 
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We  appreciate  the  support  that  has  been  given  to  our  students  and  staff  by  the 
Quabbin  Regional  School  District  community.
